HIGHWAYS  MAINTENANCE  AND  FERRIES 

v, 

The  mileage  of  Main  Highways  maintenance  during  the  year  was 
5,461  miles.  The  amount  of  $3,944,663.72  was  expended  for  main  and 
secondary  highways.  The  sum  of  $8,165,346.29  was  expended  for  construc¬ 
tion  and  maintenance  of  district  highways  and  local  roads  in  Improvement 
Districts,  Municipal  Districts  and  Special  Areas. 

There  were  44  Wayside  Camp  kitchens  constructed  at  a  cost  of 
$64,884,34. 

There  were  45  ferries  operated  by  the  Province  during  the  season 
with  a  total  expenditure  on  ferry  construction,  reconstruction,  operation 
and  maintenance  of  $359,924.27. 


HIGHWAYS  CONSTRUCTION 

During  the  1957-58  season,  217.20  miles  of  subgrade  and  59.75 
miles  of  grade  construction  were  completed.  16.71  miles  of  subgrade  were 
widened  and  351.17  miles  of  highways  were  gravel  surfaced. 

In  addition  224.14  miles  of  stabilized  base  course  with  the  top  lift  as¬ 
phaltic  bound  were  placed.  318.04  miles  of  asphaltic  plant  mix  surface 
course  were  completed  and  92.55  miles  of  asphaltic  seal  coat  were  placed. 
592.5  miles  of  centre  line  striping  were  painted,  as  well  as  2  railway 
crossing  markings  and  50  pavement  messages. 

On  the  Trans-Canada  Highway,  between  Calgary  and  Banff,  the 
five  sub-grade  construction  contracts,  which  commenced  in  the  latter  part 
of  the  1956  season  under  the  new  Federal-Provincial  Agreement,  were 
completed.  In  addition,  a  subgrade  construction  contract  from  West  of 
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Calgary  to  Bowness  was  awarded,  as  well  as  five  stabilized  gravel  base 
course  contracts  from  Bowness  to  Banff  Park.  The  work  completed  during 
the  season  covered  33.25  miles  of  subgrade  construction  and  50.73  miles 
of  stabilized  gravel  base  course. 

During  the  year  a  programme  of  constructing  access  roads  to  towns 
adjacent  to  main  and  secondary  highways,  was  started.  Five  access  roads 
were  constructed. 


BRIDGE  CONSTRUCTION  AND  MAINTENANCE 

During  the  1957-58  construction  season,  19  departmental  bridge 
crews  were  engaged  in  bridge  construction  and  maintenance.  There  were 
24  contracts  awarded  for  bridge  construction  during  this  period. 

Five  major  bridges  begun  during  the  year  are  still  under  construction 
and  do  not  appear  in  the  summary  of  bridges  completed.  They  are 
the  Oldman  River  Bridge  north  of  Taber,  the  Bow  River  Bridge  near 
Scandia,  the  Bow  River  Bridge  at  Bowness,  the  Bow  River  Bridge  near 
Canmore,  and  the  Peace  River  Bridge  at  Dunvegan  where  progress  was 
made  on  the  substructure. 

There  were  9  steel  bridges,  4  steel  overpasses,  151  precast  concrete 
bridges,  5  reinforced  concrete  bridges,  14  pre-stressed  concrete  bridges,  18 
reinforced  concrete  culverts  and  cattlepasses,  2  retaining  walls  and  ditches, 
286  steel  culverts,  1  timber  culvert  and  14  timber  bridges  constructed. 

A  total  of  846  structures  were  dealt  with  during  the  year. 

On  the  Trans-Canada  Highway,  28  structures  were  constructed.

The  maintenance  of  Main  and  Secondary  Highways,  construction 
and  maintenance  of  District  Highways  and  local  roads  in  Improvement 
Districts,  construction  and  maintenance  of  District  Highways  and  local 
roads  in  Municipal  Districts  where  assistance  is  given  in  the  way  of  grants, 
and  maintenance  and  construction  of  Ferries,  were  carried  out  under 
the  supervision  of  ten  District  Engineers  and  five  Assitant  District  Engin¬ 
eers.  Also  included  in  the  above  was  the  construction  of  Highway  wayside 
kitchens. 

The  Summer  season  of  1957  was  quite  normal,  and  there  was  no 
difficulty  in  carrying  out  the  road  program  except  in  the  Northern  part 
of  the  Province  where  the  Fall  season  had  abnormally  heavy  precipitation. 

The  Winter  season  for  the  maintenance  of  Highways  and  District 
Highways  was  below  normal  As  a  consequence  the  cost  of  snow  removal 
was  below  the  average  annual  costs. 

In  February  1958  an  arrangement  was  completed  with  the  Federal 
Government  to  construct  Highway  wayside  kitchens,  to  end  May  31st, 
1958.  Thirty-nine  of  these  kitchens  were  nearly  completed  by  the  end 
of  the  fiscal  year  March  31st,  1958.

(A.  M.  PAULL,  Chief  Construction  Engineer) 

During  the  1957-58  construction  season,  217,20  miles  of  subgrade 
and  59.75  miles  of  grade  construction  were  completed.  16.71  miles  of 
subgrade  were  widened  and  351.17  miles  of  highways  were  gravel  surfaced. 

In  addition,  224.14  miles  of  stabilized  base  course,  with  the  top  lift 
asphaltic  bound,  were  placed.  318.04  miles  of  asphaltic  plant  mix  surface 
course  were  completed  and  92.55  miles  of  asphaltic  seal  coat  were  placed. 
592.5  miles  of  centre  line  striping  were  painted,  as  well  as  2  railway  cross¬ 
ing  markings  and  50  pavement  messages. 

On  the  Trans-Canada  Highway,  between  Calgary  and  Banff,  the 
five  subgrade  construction  contracts,  which  commenced  in  the  latter  part 
of  the  1956  season  under  the  new  Federal  -  Provincial  Agreement,  were 
completed.  In  addition,  a  subgrade  construction  contract  from  West  of 
Calgary  to  Bowness  was  awarded,  as  well  as  five  stabilized  gravel  base 
course  contracts  from  Bowness  to  Banff  Park.  The  work  completed, 
during  the  season,  covered  33.25  miles  of  subgrade  construction  and  50.73 
miles  of  stabilized  gravel  base  course.  These  mileages  are  included  in 
the  totals  quoted  above. 

Subgrade  construction  on  the  four-lane  divided  highway  from  Airdrie 
to  North  of  Crossfield,  which  commenced  in  1956,  was  completed,  and 
asphalt  bound  stabilized  gravel  base  course  was  placed  on  it,  a  distance 
of  13.78  miles.  From  North  of  Crossfield  to  South  of  Bowden,  asphaltic 
plant  mix  surface  course  was  placed  for  29.26  miles.  Additional  to  this, 
three  subgrade  construction  contracts  were  awarded  from  South  of 
Bowden  to  South  of  Red  Deer.  Two  of  these  contracts,  covering  work 
from  Innisfail  to  South  of  Red  Deer,  wTere  not  awarded  until  late  in  the 
season  and  completion  dates  were  set  for  the  following  year.  The  subgrade 
construction  completed,  from  South  of  Bowden  to  South  of  Red  Deer, 
covered  8.10  miles. 


Maintenance  Branch 

Road  Constructed  Under  the  Contingency  Appropriation 
in  Municipal  District  of  Kneehill,  No.  48 
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During  the  year  a  programme  of  constructing  access  roads  to  towns, 
adjacent  to  main  and  secondary  highways,  was  started.  Five  access  roads 
were  constructed,  covering  8.35  miles  of  grade  and  7.27  miles  of  subgrade 
construction.  15.62  miles  were  gravel  surfaced  and  0.52  miles  of  stabilized 
base  coursb  was  placed.  These  mileages  are  included  in  the  totals  quoted 
above. 

Ten  applications  to  the  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners  were 
made  for  the  installation  of  protection  at  Highway-Railway  grade  cross¬ 
ings,  of  which  one  was  approved  and  nine  are  pending.  Nineteen 
installations  of  protection  were  made  by  the  Railway  Companies,  including 
one  approved  and  eighteen  remaining  were  under  approval  which  was 
previously  received. 

During  the  winter,  twenty-five  gravel  stockpiling  and  two  clearing 
projects  were  carried  out. 

On  one  hundred  and  fifty-one  projects  under  construction,  2,607 
shifts,  totalling  26,070  hours  were  lost  due  to  wet  weather.  This  repre¬ 
sented  an  increase  in  time  lost  over  the  previous  year  of  663  shifts,  or  6,630 
hours  and  resulted  in  approximately  ten  percent  of  the  subgrade  and 
stabilized  gravel  base  course  projects  not  being  completed  and  the  non¬ 
completion  of  seventeen  percent  of  the  asphaltic  seal  coat  surfacing. 

Four  crews  were  engaged  on  gravel  search  and  deposit  tests,  six 
crews  on  field  C.B.R.  testings,  making  6,200  tests  preparatory  to  base 
course  construction,  and  one  crew  on  Benkleman  Beam  tests  for  the 
evaluation  of  the  strength  of  existing  pavements,  making  1000  tests. 

Fifty-five  field  laboratories  were  operated  during  the  season,  approxi¬ 
mately  55,000  field  tests  being  run,  with  approximately  29,000  tests  being 
performed  at  the  main  laboratory  in  Edmonton. 

One  Engineer  from  Burma  was  attached  to  the  Branch,  under  the 
Colombo  Plan,  for  training  and  instruction.

Bridge  Construction  was  carried  out  during  the  year  by  contractors 
and  by  Department  Bridge  Crews.  As  well,  Department  crews  were  active 
in  repairing  and  maintaining  bridges.  Nineteen  self-contained  crews  op¬ 
erated  and  24  contracts  were  awarded  to  contractors. 

Several  major  bridges  begun  during  the  year  were  not  completed 
and  do  not  appear  in  the  summary.  These  include  the  Oldman  River 
Bridge  north  of  Taber,  the  Bow  River  Bridge  near  Scandia,  the  Bow  River 
Bridge  at  Bowness,  and  the  Bow  River  Bridge  near  Canrnore.  Considerable 
progress  was  made  on  the  substructure  of  the  Peace  River  Bridge  at 
Dunvegan.

Report  for  the  Year  Ended  March  31,  1958 
(C.  W.  Lester,  Director  of  Surveys) 

SURVEYS:  Field  Work 

Ten  field  parties  were  employed  during  the  field  season  from  May 
the  first  to  the  end  of  October.  Six  of  these  parties  were  engaged  on 
surveys  of  main  highways,  road  diversions  and  miscellaneous  surveys 
requested  by  other  departments.  One  party  was  employed  during  the  season 
surveying  central  meridians  of  unsubdivided  townships  in  the  Pembina 
area  oil  field  and  in  the  area  west  of  Whitecourt  as  requested  by  the 
Department  of  Mines  and  Minerals  for  the  purpose  of  facilitating  oil  well 
locations.  Thirty  miles  was  completed  by  this  party.  During  the  winter 
another  party  completed  twenty-four  miles  of  central  meridian  in  the 
Redearth  Creek  area  north-east  of  Nampa  and  a  third  party  completed 
twelve  miles  of  meridian  north  of  the  Whitecourt- Valley  view  highway 
in  the  Iosegun  Lake  area  making  a  total  of  sixty-six  miles.  Elevations 
were  established  on  the  top  of  all  quarter  sections  and  section  posts  planted. 

A  party  was  employed  during  the  season  surveying  micro-wave  sites 
and  underground  cable  right  of  way  for  the  Alberta  Government 
Telephones. 

SURVEYS:  Inspections

A  number  of  inspections  were  made  due  to  discrepancies  which 
appeared  on  plans  submitted  for  approval  and  the  corrections  were  made 
by  the  private  surveyors  responsible  for  the  work. 

SURVEYS:  Office  Work 

The  plans  of  two  hundred  and  thirty-two  surveys  made  during  the 
field  season  were  prepared  by  the  District  Surveyors  and  their  Assistants 
during  the  winter  months.  Two  hundred  and  sixty-eight  plans  of  Provincial 
Government  surveys  and  two  hundred  and  ninety-four  Municipal  District 
surveys  were  checked  by  the  draughting  room  staff  prior  to  approval  and 
registration  in  the  Land  Titles  Office.  Six  hundred  and  seven  right  of  way 
plans  (i.e.  Pipe  Line,  Railway  Irrigation,  Utility,  etc.)  were  examined  and 
approved  before  registration.  Other  plans  examined  and  approved 
amounted  to  one  hundred  and  five.

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Twenty  plans  of  Township  Subdivisions  were  prepared  from  Survey¬ 
or’s  notes  and  approved.  The  lithographing  was  done  by  the  Queen’s 
Printer  and  a  supply  forwarded  to  the  Department  of  Lands  and  Forests. 
Three  plans  of  Township  Subdivision  were  partially  completed. 

Notifications  of  transfer  forwarded  to  the  Registrars  of  Land  Titles 
covering  abandoned  roadways  and  other  lands  no  longer  required  for 
public  purposes  was  one  thousand,  two  hundred  and  thirty-seven.  The 
abandoned  lands  were  transferred  to  adjacent  property. 

COMPENSATION  FOR  ROADWAYS 


Four  right  of  way  buyers  were  employed  during  the  year,  two 
stationed  at  Edmonton  and  two  in  Calgary  until  fall  when  one  of  the 
Calgary  employees  resigned.  The  replacement  was  stationed  in  Edmonton 
because  the  greater  volume  of  purchasing  right  of  way  is  mostly  in  the 
north  half  of  the  province.

APPROVAL  OF  TOWNSITE  PLANS 

Seven  hundred  and  fifty-six  new  townsite  subdivision  plans  were 
examined  and  approved  with  respect  to  the  Alberta  Surveys  Act  and 
Subdivision  Regulations  made  for  streets,  lanes,  Public  Reserves  and 
Parks.  This  number  was  one  hundred  and  twenty-eight  more  than  the 
number  approved  during  1956-57.  Eighty-seven  certificates  of  title  were 
issued  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works  upon  registration  of  these  plans. 


LEASES  OF  ROAD  ALLOWANCES  AND  PUBLIC  WORK  RESERVES 

Leases  of  road  allowances  south  of  approximately  Township  Thirty- 
six  continued  to  be  handled  by  the  Department  of  Lands  and  Forests  as 
per  Order-in-Council  1958.  North  of  township  Thirty-six  the  Surveys 
Branch  of  the  Department  was  responsible  for  the  lease  of  road  allowances. 

During  the  year  twenty-seven  new  leases  were  issued  and  the 
number  in  force  were  two  hundred  and  sixty-one,  forty-five  of  these  being 
free  leases. 

Eighty- two  leases  of  Public  Works  Reserves  are  in  force  at  various 
urban  points  throughout  the  Province  and  twelve  leases  of  cut-off  areas 
under  highway  road  file. 
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PERMITS  FOR  UTILITIES,  ETC.,  AFFECTING  ROADWAYS 

Two  hundred  and  seventy-seven  applications  were  received  for 
Power  Transmission  lines  and  of  these  two  hundred  and  sixty-nine  permits 
were  issued.  Two  hundred  and  thirty-three  plans  were  submitted. 

The  administration  of  issuing  of  gas  and  oil  pipe  line  permits  under 
the  Pipe  Line  Act  was  transferred  to  the  Department  of  Mines  and 
Minerals  on  May  2nd,  1957. 

One  hundred  and  three  applications  were  received  for  gas  consumer 
lines  and  one  hundred  Certificates  of  Approval  were  issued  under  the 
Water,  Gas,  Electric  and  Telephone  Companies  Act. 

Eight  applications  were  received  for  Sewer  Pipe  lines  and  four 
permits  were  issued.  Eight  applications  were  received  for  Water  Pipe  line 
and  seven  permits  were  issued.  Eleven  applications  were  received  for 
Irrigation  permits  and  nine  permits  were  issued. 


REPRODUCTIONS 

Ozalid  blue  line  printing  done  was  166,065  square  feet  as  compared 
with  162,213  square  feet  in  1956-57. 

The  total  value  of  printing  done  and  map  mounting  for  various 
departments  of  the  Government  during  the  year  was  $15,790.70.

MOTOR  VEHICLE  DIVISION 

A  continued  upward  trend  in  motor  vehicle  registration  is  indicated 
for  the  fiscal  year  1957-58,  as  registrations  have  exceeded  the  previous 
year  by  approximately  23,000.  This  is  the  first  year  that  total  registrations 
have  reached  the  400,000  mark.  During  this  year  approximately  222 
issuing  agencies  were  maintained  throughout  the  province  and  over  200 
were  visited  by  Branch  representatives  and  given  instructions  pertaining 
to  changes  in  regulations,  uniformity  in  procedure  of  issuing,  banking  and 
sales  reporting,  and  agency  records  were  checked  and  verified.  The  results 
of  these  visits  have  shown  definite  improvement  in  the  reports  and  records 
of  our  agents  and  service  to  the  public.

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Better  service  to  the  northeastern  area  was  provided  by  locating  two 
resident  examiners  with  headquarters  at  Vermilion. 

Five  additional  examiners  were  added  in  1957. 

In  addition  to  office  staff,  there  were  26  driver  examiners,  including 
the  Chief  Driver  Examiner,  the  Assistant  Chief  Driver  Examiner  and  the 
Senior  Examiner.  As  in  the  past,  two  motor  vehicles  have  been  provided 
for  public  use  in  cases  where  applicants  do  not  have  vehicles  in  which 
to  take  an  examination.  One  of  these  units  being  placed  in  Edmonton  and 
the  other  in  Calgary. 

During  the  1957  calendar  year  59,765  applicants  were  examined. 
Of  this  number  38,539  were  approved,  26  failed  completely  and  the 
remainder  held  in  abeyance  for  further  examination  and  testing.

DRIVER  REVIEW  BOARD 

Since  the  inception  of  the  Driver  Review  Board  in  April,  1955  the 
cases  of  161  individual  persons  have  been  examined  by  the  Board.  It  must 
be  noted,  however,  that  in  many  cases,  the  Board  is  required  to  deal  with 
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the  same  individual  several  times  before  completion  of  the  case.  Numerous 
hours,  investigations  and  interviews  with  these  operators  and  their  repre¬ 
sentatives  in  the  legal  and  medical  professions,  demanded  exact  and 
equitable  reports  prepared  for  discussion  at  the  Drivers’  Board  of  Review 
meeting. 

FINANCIAL  RESPONSIBILITY 

The  Motor  Vehicles  Branch,  Opera  tors’  Division,  is  continuing  the 
policy  of  publishing  quarterly,  a  suspension  booklet,  available  to  licensing 
offices  and  Police  authorities,  in  which  the  name,  address  and  file  number 
is  given  of  every  person  who  has  been  placed  under  suspension.  The  first 
publication  of  this  booklet  in  1949  contained  1,330  names  and  the  latest 
issue  approximately  10,500  names.  It  must  be  remembered,  however,  that 
with  the  increasing  number  of  persons  suspended,  there  has  also  been 
an  increased  number  of  persons  licensed.

OPERATORS’  LICENSES 

1957  saw  the  introduction  of  the  new  five-year  licensing  programme 
for  all  operators  of  vehicles  and  during  the  year  approximately  420,000 
licenses  were  issued. 

HIGHWAY  TRAFFIC  BOARD 

This  report  covers  the  period  from  April  1st,  1957  to  March  1st, 
1958.  During  that  period  the  Board  held  twelve  (12)  regular  meetings 
and  one  special  meeting. 

Whereas  the  Board  is  primarily  concerned  with  the  administration 
of  the  Public  Service  Vehicles  Act,  with  the  enactment  of  the  Motor 
Vehicle  Transport  Act  of  Canada,  which  was  assented  to  on  June  26th, 
1954  the  Board  has  been  delegated  by  the  Government  of  Canada  all 
powers  in  regard  to  control  of  extra-provincial  and  international  motor 
carriers.  As  presently  constituted,  therefore,  the  Highway  Traffic  Board  is 
charged  with  performing  this  regulatory  function  of  extra-provincial 
carriers. 

Prior  to  July  15th,  1957  the  Board  did  not  exercise  this  prerogative. 
However,  on  July  15th,  1957  a  policy  was  set  by  the  Department  whereby 
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the  Board  was  required  to  review  applications  and  hold  public  hearings 
whenever  necessary  prior  to  granting  operating  rights  to  extra-provincial 
carriers.
